One important revision of the tax 
hrrears bill, which will permit the 
~preading of tax arrears prior to 1919

Public Utilities Act 

The second reading of the act to 
amend the Public Utilities Act was 
moved and the bill outlined by Hon. 
iA. G. MacKay. 

Essential charges in the jurisdiction 
of the public utilities commission in- 
cluded rights of the board, which 
might consist of one member at a 
hearing, to fix lower assessments in 
special municipal areas, to permit 
lands to be withdrawn from municipal 
limits, to provide for continued par- 
ticipation in bond indebtedness of 
lands so withdrawn, and for many 
other forms of municipal adjustments 
calculated to facilitate the work of 
the commission. 

A. F. Ewing raised a point In con- 
nection with these amendments. He 
referred to a case in which it was sug- 
gested that the judge of the public 
utilities was recommending certain 
amendments to the act. He protested 
against any commission under the gov- 
ernment, named to administer legis- 
lation, assuming legislative privileges. 


|The legislature should be careful in 


sanctioning legislation which might be 
irritated by a commission. 

Hon. Mr. Boyle pointed out that the 
municipal law committee of the House 
had to deal with a volume of muni- 
cipal problems every year. It was al- 
ways doubted in such work that all 
parties concerned in the amended leg- 
islation were being considered. It was 
impossible that the legislature could 
foresee and provide for every phase 
of legislation as it would operate. 

“To consider all municipal legisla- 
tion on the strict letter of the law 
cannot be done,” said Mr, Boyle. Local 
conditions must be considered and in- 
dividual cases must be reported and 
suggestions made by the tribunals 


|coming into contact with these cases. 


Col. Nelson Spencer feared that the 
legislature might be taking too much 
power from the cities, if assessment 
rights were still further extended to 
the public utilities board. 


To Meet City Problems 


Hon, A. G. MacKay said the bill 
came up as all other bills came up. 
It was intended to meet the problems 
which have arisen in cities, and its 
revisions were the result of confer- | 
ences between the public utilities com- 
mission and the cities concerned, so | 
that uniformity in meeting municipal, 
taxation tangles might Le assured. 

In the third reading of the revised) 
Municipal Hospitals Act, Dr. Stanley | 
raised the old bone of contention, that 
of the right to prohibit from voting 
those whose taxes were unpaid. He 
thought that in starting a new scheme 
such as that of municipal hospitals, 
the legislature should remove thie 
restriction, 

Premier Stewart admitted that there 
was much to be said on both sides of 
this old controversy While he con- 
ceded that it seemed a hardship to 
deprive those in arrears of voting 
privileges, it must not be overlooked 
that rural municipalities had difficul- | 
ty in keeping taxes collected and no 
reasonable powers of enforcing pay- 
ment should be taken away. 

It was agreed that the voting re- 
quirements should not be changed in 
the hospital act to conflict with the 
procedure in other elec- 
tions.

New Act May Compel Drastic 
Changes in the Electrical 


Systems 


Four more bills of the long list 
awaiting the consideration of the legis- 
lature were passed along from the 
committee of the house in the night 
session Friday, the most important of 
these measures being that pertaining 
to the protection of electrical workers. 
The other bills reported out of com- 
mittee were those respecting the Taber 
irrigation district, the bulk sales act, 
and the act to appoint commissions to 
consolidate the statutes. 

Under the new electrical act the 
Workmen's Compensation Board is 
given aditional powers of administra- 
tion which may be later directed at 
very drastic alterations in electrical 
systems in the province, although 
Premier Stewart gave assurance that 
no unreasonable demands would be 
enforced until ample time and notifi- 
cation had been given for the improve- 
ment of systems found to be danger- 
ous, 

Heavy penalties are provided for 
breaches of the act, a maximum of 
$200 a day being allowed. 


Electrical Workers’ Protection 


In response to queries by Nelso 
Spencer and others the premier e 
plained that the old electrical workers’ 
protection act now being repealed had 
been framed at the request of electri- 
cal workmen of the province and that 
the newfact was incorporating the 
provisions of the old act along with 
recommendations of the recently 
formed Electrical Operators’ Associa- 
tion. 

In committee of the whole the house 
agreed to bill numbered 42, being an 
act to provide for the appointment of 
commissions for the promotion of 
uniformity of legislation. 

Another act submitted by Hon. J. R. 
Boyle and approved in committee was 
that amending the bulk sales act, the 
main addition to which is as follows: 

“If the actual cash consideration 
paid by the purchaser of any such sale 
or purchase, exclusive of all deferred 
payments is less than the total in- 
debtedness of the vendor shown by the 
said written statement, the purchaser 
shall obtain the written consent to 
such sale or purchase of 
representing at least 60 per cent in 
number. and.ameount: of. the. ~~ BY 
appearing in the statement, and in 
default the sale shall be null and void 
as against any of such creditors.” 

One of the main objections which 
electrical workers find with electric 
systems in the province is the close 
proximity of wires, said Premier 
Stewart in presenting the electrical 
protection act for consideration in 
committee of the whole. He pointed 
out that the new act aims at a decided 
improvement of electrical lines in the 
province to render work amongst the 
wires less hazardous, However, rea- 
sonable time would be given munict- 
palities to make alterations where 
such were found to be necessary. 


Not So Dangerous 


The premier said there was no de- 
sire to force immediate changes on 
small towns. As a matter of fact, 
many small town systems were not so 
dangerous to workmen owing to the 
opportunity to shut off the current 
while workmen were amongst the 
wires. 

“We must remember, however,” said 
the premier, “that conditions which 
make work unduly hazardous must 
not be allowed to go on.” 

Opposition members were not all 
at first of the opinion that the admin- 
istration of the act should be In the 
hands of the Workmen's Compensa- 
tion Board, rather than under the 
supervision of some minister of the 
government. 

Premier Stewart thought that it 
wonld be difficult to obtain a better 
administration of the act than could be 
carried on by the Compensation board. 
He explained that it was intended to 
combine the work of inspection now 
being done under the direction of the 
board. : 

The general powers of the board in 
the new electrical protection act are 
mainly outlined in the following pro- 
vision: 

“The board shall with regard to the 
generation, transmission, transforma- 
tion, distribution and use of electrical 
energy in any place or class of places, 
from time to time, make and enforce 
such regulations as appear to It to be 
reasonable and practicable, or neces- 
sary to provide safety and protegtion 
for the workers engaged therein. Upon | 
sych regulations being made, the same 
shall be of the same force and effect 
as if they were incorporated in this 
act.”

Jurisdiction Clause 


One of the principal clauses refers 
to the jurisdiction of the board over | 
all electrical systems, this being to! 
the following effect: | 

“All electrical plant in existence at) 
the date or established after the pass- 
ing of this act shall be subject to the | 
regulations of the board hereinbefore | 
referred to; provided, however, that 
all electrical plants in existence at the 
date of the passing of this act shall be 
exempted from such regulations until)

Ukranians Take Lemberg From 
Poles After Hard Fighting 


WARSAW, March 20:—The Ukrainian troops besieging Lem- 
berg have entered that city after five days of hard fighting, accord- 
ing to an official statement issued today. 
Polish reinforcements sent to the aid of the beleagured city was 
broken by the Ukrainians, the statement adds. 

A document seized by the Poles showed that a reward of 4,000 
crowns and five arpents (about five acres) of land had been prom- 
ised to every Ukrainian soldier entering Lemberg.

WILL WORK PENDING NEGOTIATIONS 


LONDON, March 21.—The triple alliance, railwaymen, miners and 
transpor! workers, at a conference tonight reviewed the whole position 
of the mine, railway and transport workers and passed a resolution rec- 
ommending that the railwaymen continue at work pending further 
negotiations with the government, with a view to removing the dead- 


lock.

The illegal seizure of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific is a means to an) 
end—not the end itself. 

By the seizure the Government 
has committed itself to the main- 
tenance of operation on the Grand 
Trunk Pacific and the payment | 
of its obligations. It would be 
folly to suppose that the Imperial 
Privy Council would decide other- 
wise than that the Government | 
having made an unwarranted and 
illegal seizure of the property it 
thereby becomes responsible for 
all its obligations. By the Gov- 
ernment’s seizure of the railway 
the 33 millions of cash advanced 
automatically ceases to be a loan 
and becomes a bonus; the Govern- 
ment must meet the interest on the 
bonds it has guaranteed andthe 
interest on the bonds guaranteed 
by the Grand Trunk as well. Had 
the seizure been made under fore- 
closure no doubt the Grand Trunk 
second, third and fourth mort- 
gages would have had to take sec- 
ond, third and fourth place. But 
there was no default and therefore 
no foreclosure. The exercise of 
the right of ‘‘eminent domain’’ 
by the Government in seizing the 

‘road when it was not in default 
carries with it full responsibility 
for the financial obligations of the 
company. Of course, if the ques- 
tion of right could be settled short 
of the Imperial Privy Council, the 
result might be different. But it 
is not to be supposed that the 
Borden Government will declare 
Canada’s independence, Anything 
short of that leaves the Imperial 
Privy Council with the last say. 
In Alberta we have already had 
lurid experience as to the view 
taken by the Privy Council re- 
garding investors’ rights. 

There is a startling contrast be- 
tween the action of the Union 
Government towards the Grand 
Trunk Pacific and the Canadian 
Northern. The Canadian Northern 
had been aided by cash and guar- 
antees to an enormous amount. 
Before the war began another 40 
million guarantee was given, fol- 
‘lowed in later years by tens of 
millions of cash bonuses to enable 
the road to be completed, And 
then when the Government decid- 
ed to take over the enterprise the 
common stock was purchased and 
paid for with ten millions eash. 

As a public service enterprise 
the Grand Trunk Pacific was at 
least of equal merit to the Cana- | 
dian Northern. Why should one 
be pap-fed by the tens of millions 
and the other be summarily seized 
without legal authority? The 
reason is that so frankly stated by 
the Toronto Telegram: The de- 
termination of the Government to 
secure the Grand Trunk system as 
an adjunct of the Canadian Nor- 
thern without regard to either 
public or private interest or right.
